O/ndftl StatisticH Show Furin Tr.xcs Arc

' 'ircnvJer Than on City 1'ropcrly. 
"Washington. March 11.—Local taxa- 


tion as affecting farms has been the sub- 
ject of an investigation by the statis- 
tician of the' department of agriculture, 
Henry Kobinson. and a report .lust made 
covers more than 1100 farms In Chau- 
tanua, Cattaraugus, Putnam and West- 
chestcr counties, in New York. The ob- 
ject of the investigation was to ascer- 
tain -what the effect upon farmers' taxes 
would be it'all but direct taxes were 
levied upon all land at its unimproved 
value, excluding from the valuation all 
buildings, fences and 
other Improve- 


ments, and also 
excluding personal 


property, but including the land of towns 
and cities, us w"ell as that of farms. 


The statistics show that the unim- 


proved value of the land of these farms 
is 33 per cent of the total value! of all 
the real estate oi these farms, Including 
Improvements, and that the unimproved 
value of city land is 5S per cent o° the 
whole value of all city real .estate. It 
is also demonstrated that city taxpay-

ers pay a much smaller proportion m 
tuxes on personal- property than prop- 
erty owners do outside of -cities.- One 
conclusion is that In Its practical opera- 
tion the tax upon personal property al- 
ways bears far more heavily upon farm- 
ers than it does upon the Inhabitants o[ 
wealthy citl^a. 


The report continues: "Supposing a 


state to exist In which the entire value 
or the real estate were equally divided 
between cities and farms. Then undor 
the system of taxing real estate'at Its

But If 
the assessed value of real estate were In 
each case reduced to the. actual value of 
the land, excluding buildings, improve- 
ments and cultivation, The cities would 
pay SC37.000 and the farms would pay 
$,03.000, making a reduction .of 19.4 pur 
cont in the bur-dons of the farm."

Rule 12. which says: "The contest in

If Silver TJollHra Arc Good Enough 2TOT 


Indians, Why Not For National BniLks? 
It appears that vrken congress demon- 


etized silver there ^vas nobody on hand 
to remind it that Ui9 United States 
ov?ed a certain1 indebtedness, payable 
expressly in silver coin, and that fact 
ouly cama out incidentally in the senate, 
in a recent debate. The .gorernment 
taught laud of tho Pottawatonrie In- 
dians and has been paying them for 100 
ycara past an annuity, -which, it is stip- 
ulated, should bo handed over to them 
in American silver dollars. The Indian 
appropriation bill provides for this pay- 
ment for the coming fiscal year and was 
questioned upon that groaiid.

n most important admission, which, if 
made before the first Tuesday of last 
November, • vcould have probably cost 
Senator Platt his senatorial position and 
branded him forover as an anarchist 


And then another senator inquired of 


Mr. Platt why other public cieditors 
than Indians—for instance, thc national 
banks holding government securities— 
were not also paid in silver instead of 
gold. To which Mr. Platt, having made 
ouo damaging admission, declined to 
mako furtheir reply, and the incident 
closed.

Indians, Why Not For National Banka? 
It nppears th.it -^hen congress demon- 


etized silver there -was nobody ou hand 
to remind it that the United States 
owed a. certain indebtedness, payable 
expressly in silver coin, and that fact 
only came out incidentally in the aonato 
in a recent debate. Tho government 
bought laud of the Pofctnwatomie In- 
dians nnd has teen paying them for 100 
years past an annuity, which, it is stip- 
ulated, should be handed over to them 


j in American silver dollars. The Indian 


appropriation bill provides for this pay- 
ment for the coming fiscal year and was 
questioned upon that groand. 


On the ono hand, it -was naked whether 


it was proper for our great and power- 
ful government to impost) upon "Lo, the 
poor Indian" dollars which, according 
to some senators, ore rjot worth 50 cents 
apiece—whether it was not an advantage 
token of their -weakness and a fraud 
perpetrated upon their ignorance. On 
tho other.side, it was said, hy Hon. Mr. 
Platt, Bepublican senator from the Nut- 
meg State, that "the silver dollars of 
this country" are just as good as gold, 
;t most important admission, which, if 
made before the first Tuesday of last 
November, would have probably cost 
Senator Platt his senatorial position and 
branded him1 forever as an anarchist. 


And then another senator inquired of 


Mr. Platt why other public creditors 
than Indians—for instance, then>tional 
banks, holding government securities— 
were not also paid in "silver instead of 
gold. To which Mr. Platt, having made 
one damaging admission, declined to 
make further reply, and the incident

By European Force, 


EX-COMMODORE'S TEEACHEEY 


EXPOSED. 


Food is Scarce in Island of 


Crete. 


Canea, March 11.—The Mussulmans 


were brought here yesterday from Can- 
dn.mo.on board an Italian warship with 
the greatest difficulty and danger. Can- 
damo is situated In a valley surrounded 
by forts occupied by 10,000 inaurgrer.ts. 
The European force sent to the rescue 
of the Mussulmans there besieged was 
commanded by British and French om- 
cers. Tha insurgents searched the Mus- 
sulmans and took their arms from them 
before they were allowed to depart. In 
all 523 men, 1047 women and children and 
•Ui2 Turkish soldiers were taken to the 
coast and embarked on board of foreign 
vessels. 


London, March 11.—The Daily Tele- 


graph's correspondent at Canea Bays 
that early on Wednesday morning the 
water supply of the Turkish fortress at 
Izzedln was cut off by the insurgents in 
epite of the firing of the Turkish war- 
ships. The Turkish garrison then at- 
tacked the Insurgents and the firing con- 
tinued all day. 


The Times publishes a dispatch from 


Canea which states that during an in- 
terview ;\vlth one of the officials of Can- 
damo he said trie insurgents threw 200 
shells into the town and fort. The am- 
munition and bread supplies were ex- 
hausted, but the flesh food was plenti- 
ful. The garrison lost 13 killed and 25 
wounded. The British consul, Sir Alfred 
Bllliotl, came first alone and then sent 
for a rescue party, which arrived on 
Tuesday and stayed sLx hours ftelow the 
town. 


The insurgents entered and pillaged 


the town before all the Mohammedans 
cad gone. 


At Selino, during the embarkation, the 


Insurgents who had followed assumed 
a menacing attitude aJid set fire to the 
ton-n. The marines were ordered to fire 
a volley in the air, and an Italian vessel 
flred a shell In order to drlve-the Insur- 
gents back from the shore. 


Captain Rainier of H. M. S. Eodney re- 


ports that the insurgents acted fairly at 
Candamo, but that an armed rabble fol- 
lowed the refugees to the coast' and 
tried to rush into Selino. Although the 
rescue party had been 12 hours on the 
march, it was obliged to form a cordon 
across the neck of the peninsula during 
embarkation. They were fired on and 
they replied. Some anxiety was felt by 
Sir Alfred BlIMottl. and'the rest of the 
refugees who are at Trlnacria will be 
assisted by the Tyne and a Turkish 
steamer that hns returned to fetch thorn. 


The foreign admirals had a confer- 


ence with the Insurgents at Akrotlrl 
yesterday. It was learned that ex- 
Commodore Relneck of the Greek navy 
had never Imparted to the chiefs the 
proclamation of the admirals forbid- 
ding them to attack the towns, although 
he had accepted a commission to do so. 


A dispatch to The Times from Canea 


says It turns out that the British and 
Italian transports which made their ap- 
pearance suddenly at this port yester- 
day morning are not as "was then be- 
lieved, British and; Italian vessels loaded 
with troops, but only vessels bringing 
food supplies and refugees. It Is re- 
ported that the Turks plundered aban- 
doned Christian houses at Selino, Retlmo 
and Candla. There Is no confirmation 
of the report that two Italian volun- 
teers have been killed at Klerepetra by 
shell B from an Italian crulsar during the 
recent fighting. 


It Is rumored that the troops of Col- 


onel Vassoo In the Interior are suffering 
from hunger and have been reduced to a 
diet ol biscuit and oranges.
